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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-10, 13, 15-17 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wasilewski '378 (provided by applicant). 

The channel mapping system of Wasilewski includes a decoder 10 (Fig. 1) which receives 
a packet stream having MPEG-2 formatted data, including channel guide data and program guide 
data (note elements 34 and 40). System processor 14, with component demuxer 16, identify 
channel map data and program map data which are extracted from the incoming data stream, 
whereby the channel map data indicates associated broadcast channels using packet IDs which in 
turn identify individual data streams constituting the selected A/V programs. The channel map 
data replicates data conveyed in the MPEG program map table (note element 38) to indicate to 
the viewer which programs correspond to which channels, thereby meeting claims 1, 13, 16, 23 
and 24. 

As for claims 2, 12, 15 and 17, Wasilewski also uses PCR values to identify programs, as 
is typical (col. 8 lines 50-54). 

As for claim 4, the actual carrier frequency is also identified using the channel map data 
(note NIT 36 in Figs. 2-4) 

Regarding claim 5, tuner 12 operates as a function of channel data, by way of element 36.

As for claims 6 and 19, LCT 32 (Figs. 2-4) list plural ID numbers to identify the broadcast 
channel. 

Considering claim 7, the EPG or remote controller (operated by a user) applies the plural 
ID numbers to select a channel. 

As for claims 8, 9, 20 and 21, Table 40 (Figs, 2-4) includes a descriptor section which is 
related to the channel map data. 

Regarding claims 10 and 22, the data stream includes various ED information in the 
header, including data indicating that the data stream provides video or audio data, which is 
accordingly parsed and ultimately reproduced (e.g. col. 5 lines 25-26. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

3. Claims 3, 11, 12, 14 and 18 appear allowable over the prior art.
